Section 1—General Conditions. 

1 (i) The Yen Credit of Yen 2.000 billion ex¬ 
tended by me Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund 
0 (' japan fOiiCr; for financing tne Import requiic- 
mems or tiie Cocnin Divisions of FACT is united in 
lavour of Japan and developing countries inciuding 
India and all member countries of OECF. Accor¬ 
ding y tae goods and services to be procured under 
this credit can be procured from Japan and all coun¬ 
tries (including India) enumerated in the list at An- 
nexure-I which will be eligible source countries under 
the credit. 

I (ii) Import Licence(s) under the Credit can be 
issued only for such items and for such value as 
have been specifically cleared by the DGTD/CG 
Committee.

I (viii) Finn order must be placed on FOB) 
C&F basis on the overseas supplier located in the 
countries mentioned in Aimexure-1 and sent to the 
Department of Economic Adairs (Japan Section) 
witnin 4 months from the date of issue of the im¬ 
port licence. Insurance charges wi.l be payable in 
India in Indian Rupees. "F'nms Order" means pur¬ 
chase orders placed by the Indian licensee on the 
overseas supplier duly signed by the latter or pur¬ 
chase contract duly signed by both the Indian Im¬ 
porter and the overseas supplier. Orders on Indian 
agents of overseas suppliers and/or order confirma¬ 
tion of such Indian Agents are not acceptable. 

I (ix) This condition of the placement of con¬ 
tracts within 4 months period will be tieated as not 
having been complied with unless complete contract 
documents reach the Ministry of Finance, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) within four 
months from the date of issue of the import licence. 
If firm orders as explained in para I(viii) above 
cannot be placed within four months for valid reasons, 
the licensee should submit the import licence to the 
concerned licensing authorities giving reasons why 
ordering could not be completed within four months. 
Such requests for extension in the ordering period will 
be considered on merit by the licensing authorities 
who may grant extension upto a further maximum 
period of 4 monhs. If, however, extension is sought 
beyond 8 months from the date of issue of the im¬ 
port licence such proposals will invariably be referred 
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by the licensing authorities to the Department of 
Economic Afiairs (Japan Section), Ministry of 
Finance, North Block, New Delhi, who will consider 
such extension on the merits of each case and com¬ 
municate their decision to the licensing authorities 
for communication to the licensee. Only on produc¬ 
tion by the licensee of a letter from the licensing 
authorities sanctioning such extension will the 
authoritised dealers and departmental authorities 
permit the facility of letter of authority for the 
esablishment of letter of credit acceptance of* deposits 
of the rupee equivalent, etc, in respect of supply 
contracts entered into under the import licence. 

I (x) All payments must be completed within 4 
months from the expiry of the import licence.

“. Months after the receipt of Letter of

end of ... ” 

In fixing the terminal date for shipment it should be 
noted that this date should not be beyond 
31-12-1992. 

Section II—Special points to be kept in view while 
negotiating a supply contract. 

II (i) The FOB|CIF value of the contract should 
be expressed in Yen (Fraction of Yen should be 
omitted) and should exclude Indian Agent’s com¬ 
mission, if any, which should be paid in Indian 
ruppees. 

In no circumstances the contract value should be 
expressed in Indian rupees or in any other currency. 
The purchase order and the supplier’s order confir¬ 
mation should be English only. 

II (ii) Procurement of all goods and services to 
be financed out of the proceeds of the loan shall be 
made in accordance with the guidelines for procure¬ 
ment under the loan with the following supplemental 
stipulations ;— 

(a) In case of procurement of goods 'and ser¬ 
vices of value estimated to be not less than 
500 million Yen. 

(i) Prior approval of OECF shalle be ob¬ 

tained if it is proposed to adopt procure¬ 
ment procedure other than the Open 
International Tendering with prequali¬ 
fication, submitting to OECF an appli¬ 
cation for approval of procurement 
method. 

(ii) Prior to issuing a notice of award to suc¬ 
cessful bidder, the anplication for appro¬ 
val of award with bid evaluation report 
shall be submitted to OECF for appro¬ 
val. Alongwith the above application for 


approval of award and bid evaluation, 
the evaluation rejKjrt of pre-qualifica¬ 
tion and drawings and other docu- 
bid forms, proposed contract, specifica¬ 
tion and Irawings and other docu¬ 
ments related to holding will also be 
submitted to OFCE for its review. 

(b) In case of procurement of goods and servi¬ 
ces of value estimated to be less than yen 
500 million prior approval of OECF is not 
required for award of contract on the condi¬ 
tion that tenders lots are divided reasonably. 
However, if OECF requests, the tender 
evaluation reports etc. will be submitted to 
OECF for its review. 

(c) The application!documents mentioned in (a) 

(i), (a) (ii) and (b) above will be submit¬ 
ted by the importer to Department of E.A. 
in duplicate, for submission to OECF. 

II. (iii) The payment to the overseas supplier 
should be arranged through an irrevocable letter of 
credit to be opened by the Bank of India.

A 
copy each of the Notice of conclusion of Contract 
accompanied by the Contract will also be sent by 
Department of E.A, to Embassy of India, Tokyo 
and Office of CAA&A alongwith one copy each 
of “Request for issue of LA.” and photocopy oil 
import licence. 

Section V—^Payment to the Overseas suppliers— 
Letter of Credit Procedure. 

V (i) On receipt of the Notice of conclusion of 
contract and contract documents the Ministry of 
Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, the 
CAA&A will issue a letter of autorisalion as in the 
form attached as Anncxurc-Ill addressed to the 
Tokyo Branch of the- Bank o< India for opening an 
irrevocable Letter of Credit as in the form attached 
as Annexure-IV (for imports) or Aunexure-V (for 
services) in favour of the overseas supplier concern¬ 
ed. Copies of the Letter of Authorisation will be 
endorsed to OECF; the Embassy of India, Tokyo, 
the importer of the Importer’s Bank in India, and 
Japan Section, Department o# Economic Affairs, 
Ministry of Finance. 

V (ii) On receipt of the letter of authority, the 
Bank of India, Tokyo, will establish an irrevocable 
letter of Credit as wr Annexurc-lV (applicable to 
imports) or V (applicable to services) in favour of 
the overseas suppliers concerned and will also for¬ 
ward a copy of the same to the OECF, Embassy of 
India, Tokyo, the Importer’s bank in India and the 
CAA&A. 

The above procedure of opening of letters of credit 
on the basis of the letters of authoriiy from CAA&A 
would ipso-facto apply to all such amendments to 
letter of authorisation lletter of credit as may become 
necessary due lo contract amendment or otherwise.

Interest charges payable to the 
Bank of India, Tokyo for the period counting from 
the date of payment of the cost of imports by them 
to the overseas suppliers to the date of reimbursement 
by the OECF, shall be settled by the concerned im¬ 
porters bank in India by remittance to the Bank ofl 
India^ Tokyo through normal banking channels with¬ 
out affecting the Government of India’s account. 

V (v) Reimbursement Procedure 

Procedure for disbursement of the proceeds of the 
loan for the purcliase of goods and services from 
Indian suppliers shall he in accordance vith REIM¬ 
BURSEMENT PROCEDURE of the loan agreement. 

Section VI : Responsibility for rupee deposit ; 

VI (i) The Bank (jf India, Tokyo will forward 
the negotiable shipping documents to the accredited 
bankers of importers as indicated in the Appendix to 
the relevant Letter of Authority and tlic bankers will 
in tnm ensure ihat tlie rupee deposits arc invariably 
made at RBI, Now Delhi or SBI, Tis Hnxnri, Delhi 
before releasing the shipping docun'ents.

It should be noted that intcicst is 
chargeable for both the days i,e. the day on which 
payment is made to the Overseas supplier and also 
the day on which rupee deposit is made in Govern¬ 
ment Account vide Public Notice No. 4-ITC(PN)|7'i 
dated 31-5-74 as modified under Public Notice No. 
105-rTC(PN)\76 dated 12-10-1976 and Public

The importer should make separate arrangements 
to ascertain the amounts aTid dates of payments made 
to the supplier. Late or delayed receipt of shipping 
etc. documents bv the importer’s Banker from Bank 
of India, Tokyo will not be acceptable as reason for 
waiver of partial or full amount of the interest due 
on the rupee deposits. 

The exchange rate tc be adopted for computing 
the rupee eqiiivident of tht Yen payments made tc the 
overseas suppliers will be composite rate of exchange 
applicable to the date of payment which will be 
worked out in accordance with the method prccrib- 
ed in Public Nahce^ No. 109-ITfPNV74 dated 
3-8-1974 and No. 8-ITC(PN)l76 dated 17-1-1976 or 
as may be notified by Government from time to time 
through Public Notices of the CCT<^r nr through Ex¬ 
change Control Circiilars of the Reserve Bank of 
India , Any change in this regard as also in recard 
to the rate of interest will be notified as and when 


necessary. It will be responsibility of the Indian 
Bank concerned to ensure that the amounts due are 
ooixectly deposited into Goveinment account before 
the import documents are handed over to the im¬ 
porters. The importer should also ensure that the 
amounts due are correctly deposited into Govern¬ 
ment account before taking delivery of the docu¬ 
ments from iheir Bankers. It is the responsibility of 
the importer to ensure that the amount due are 
correctly deposited into the Govemmtnt account 
promptly even when they obtain delivery of the 
good, from the Customs authorities under excep¬ 
tional circumstances. In case the importer fails to 
deposit the amounts due to Government before tak¬ 
ing delivery of the goods, the issue of further IAS 
to him may be stopped and the matter reported to 
CCI&E so that no further import licence is issued 
to such an importer.

VI (iii) The concerned Bank in India shall also

of the invoice and shipping documents. 
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Note : Importer’s Bank in India should ensure that 
the rupee deposits are invariably made 
within 10 days of the receipt of the advice 
of payments and negotiable shipping docu¬ 
ments from the Bank of India, Tokyo and 
that the CAA&A Ministry of Finance 
IDEA), New Delhi is kept informed of the 
fact immediately thereafter. 

VI (iv) The concerned bank in India should also 
endorse the amount of rupee deposit.s on the exchange 
control copy of the licence and send the requisite “S” 
Form to the Reserve Bank of India, Bombay. 

Section VII—^Miscellaneous provisions.

The importer .should send a monthly report, after 
the letter of credit has been opened regarding ship¬ 
ment and payments made there against and about the 
balance left, to the Controller of A'd Accounts & 
Audit, Deoarfment of Economic Affairs, Ministry of 
Finance, UCO Bank Building, Parliament Street, New 
Delhi. 


VTI (ii) Notifying suppliers of Special Conditions. 

TTie licence should apprise the supplier of any 
STjecial orovismns in the import licence which may 
affea the supphers in carrying out the transaction. 


VTI (iii) Disputes. 

Tt should be understood that the Government of 
India will not undertake anv responsibility for dis¬ 
putes, if any, that may arice between the. IVcncee and 
the suoDlicrs, The conditions to be fulfilled by the 
surrolier before payment by the Bank of India, 
Tokvo must be clearly snelt out bv the importer in 
Annexure-TT under “Terms of Payment”. Provisions 
d'*alinn w'th settlement of disputes should be Includ¬ 
ed in the conditions of contract. 


VTI (iv) Future Instructions.
